A PETE ABSIT 
Address to the People of the U. Stales. 


Tur American Convention for pro- 
moting the Abolition of Slavery, and im- 
proving the conditiow of the African 
Race, have directed their standing com- 
mittee to address you, on some of the 
important subjects which have engag- 
ed the attention of that body, relative 
to the present state of the coloured 
population of our country. 

Believing it our duty to represent to 
youin as clear a light 24 possible, the 
actual state of things ; we respectfully 
claim your attention to the following 
facts—all-important in our view, and 
some of which may involve, at no very 
distant period, the dearest interests of 
our country. 

There is, perhaps, no question, ei- 
ther in morals or politic’, which is so 
interwoven with the future destinies of 
the United States, and so loudly calls 
upon the Statesman and the Christian, 
to unite their endeavours in the cause 
of humanity, as that of the Anonrrion 
or Stavery. Thetrue state of things 
has been developed in a pamphlet w rit- 
ten by a professional gentleman of 
Baltimore, and published in 1819. In 
this very interesting work, the author 
has clearly proved “that the white 
population in aslave state, does not in- 
crease so fast by at best 50 or 40 per 
cent, in twenty years, ax the same popu- 
lation in a state where there are none, 
or but few slaves” —* that a slave popu- 
lation increases by procreation faster 
than the white population, in a slave 
state’’—and “ that a free black popula- 
tion docs not increase so fast by pro- 
creation, asa slave population.” —Hence 
it follows, as a self evident conclusion, 
that ‘‘in proportion as you restrain the 
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er annum, payable half early in advanre. or ¥

"Phe positions of the author above 
quoted, are established by an appeal to 
incontestible facts, derived from the 
Census of the United States from 1790 
to 1810; and the results are produced 
by fair calculations. ressive 
increase of the black lation of the 
slave-holding states over that of the 
white, presents an awfully prospective 
view of the result of the present system, 
and which can only be averted by some 
wise and timely regulations, for metio- 
rating the condition of the slave, and 
— —* Aual abolition of his bondage. 

we compare this progression in 
the different states of the Union, we 
shall find, that while that of the free 
states of New-England, New-York, 
New-Jersey and Pennsylvania, increas- 
es in a ratio of 99 per cent in twenty 
years, the white of the four 
slave holding states of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, in- 
creases, in the same period, in a ratio 
of about 353 per cent—while, at tho 
same time, that of the slaves of the 
last mentioned states, increases in a ratio 
of about 56 per cent. By the natural pro- 
gress, therefore, in those states, it ap- 
pears, that at the end of the present 
century, the Staves will greatly out- 
number the Wurres. 

After having entered at some length, 
into a comparative estimate of the pro- 
gress of — in the different states 
of the Union, the writer above men- 
tioned, in reasoning upon the results, 
infers, that there is a difference of from 
40 to 60 per cent in 20 — that it 
is 86 per cent against Maryland; 74 
against Virginia; 68 against North Ca- 
rolina, and 35 against South Carolina. 
But in the four slave holding states 
south of the Carolinas, this dispropor- 
tion is still more apparent. 

How momentous the consideration, 
that, While our citizens are lulled into 
security, through ignorance of thereat 
condition of things, the cause which 
tends to the subversion of their vital 
interests, is constantly progressing ; 
and unless prevented or removed, must 
finally gain the ascendancy, 

That Slavery is the primary cause of 
this disproportionate increase, cannot 
be rationally doubted, although there 
are other causes, discoverable in the 
manners, customs, and habits of the 
le; but, even these are the pro- 
duct of the bitter root of slavery.— 
There must necessarily be little indus- 
try, foresight or enterprise among a 
people thus circumstanced, whether 
they be viewed as masters or slaves; 
J dissipation and vice, the proge- 
ny of idleness, are among the curscs 
entailed upon a slave holding people! 

Independently of any Supernatural 
Agency in the disproportionate increase 
above stated, it is easy to perceive that 
the increase of population must always 
be regulated by the means of subsistence. 
Where these are abundant, it has becn 
proved thatthe human species will dou- 
ble itself in fitleen years. ‘They do, ina 
part ofown country, by natura! increase, 
double themselves in about twenty years. 
But if, to meet this geometrical increase, 
the earth do not produce a commensurate 
increase of subsistence, the population 
will dwindle. ‘The laws of the Cazaror 
wisely limit population in proportion to 
these means. Accordingly, therefore, 
as the slave population exceeds that of 
the whites, the subsistence for the latter 
must be diminished, and consequently 
their increase be restrained: “for every 
slave in the United States eccupics the 
place of a freeman,” while the very 
circumstance of slavery, as might 
easily be demonstrated, incapacitates 
a country for supporting as many men 
as it could do, if all were free. 

Having proposed for your serious at- 
tention these facts and their obvious 
consequences, suffer us respectfully te 
reiterate, what we have often, under a 
sense of duty, presented to the view of 
our fellow-citizens: vis. the subject of 
the horridly inhuman practice of kid- 
rapping, pursued only by a mercena- 
ry and degraded portion of the com- 
munity, who have forfeited all right 
to the tolerance of their enlightened 
4nd philanthropic countrymen, We 


‘cannot but view the remedy for this 


crying evil, as fully within the sphere 
of legislative power, and anxiously 
wait for the energetic enactment and ex- 
ecution of penalties, adequate tu the 
extinction of this brutal practice. 

A third subject, which, in our 
prehension, claims the prompt consi- 
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~deration of ot fellow-citizens, is, that 

of giving special attention*to the moral 
nn § intellectual culture of ‘the Free 
Blacks, and also, as far as practica- 
ble, of those yet beld in 

‘The necessity and policy of such a 
measure need scarcely be urged, when 
it is considered, that the former car 
be, hy Education alone, y quali- 
tied for understanding and — 
their rights, and for the fulfilment o 
‘ise duties which they owe to socitly. 
We have abundant provf, that wherever 
due — a —— os gag _ 
lifvi ve, as few 
phe he found among the 
whites, Nerived and manifested fruits, 
satisfactory beth te themselves and to 
the community. And, as It respects 
those yet in bondage, such culture would 
‘be equatly useful, and, _, them 
fur the declared ve tting them 
for the aaeank freedom, would 
wperate as a bond of allegiance and 
affection to their masters, metiorate 
their suffering», and reconcile them to 
their condition, more effectually than 
threats, whips, or chains. Many of 
these are, with a reasonable hope, an- 
ticipating liberty, in consequence of 
numerous noble examples around-them, 
of benevolent masters, who, so. far as 
comports with prudence, and a con- 
«cientious regard for the interests and 
safety of other holders of slaves, have 
cither manumitted them in their life- 
time, or enjoined the Christian and 
Constitutional daty on their heirs. 

Fourthly. We would advert to that 
species of domestic, or internal traffic, 
which still continues to disgrace many 
portions of our beloved country—that 
of SELLING SLAVES FROM ONE STATE. 
oy rue Unton mxto axotngr. We 
helicve that, so long as this is suffered 
to exist amongst us, our hopes of the 
final abolition of slavery will neces- 
sarily be frustrated, and even the noble 
sfiorts which Great Britains is at 
this time making, towards the removal 
ef this opprobrium of nations, must 
meet with paralysing opposition. And 
we take the liberty to observe, that 
notwithstanding our powerful and si- 
iaultaneous- exertions for the civiliza-

FOREIGN. 


Astonishing cccumulation.—In England, a pound 
of crude iron costs a half penny ; it is converted 
into steel, that steel is made into watch springs, 
every one of which is sold for half a guinea, and 
weighs only the tenth of a grain: after deducting 
for waste, there are in a pound weight 7000 
grains ; it therefore affords stecl for 70,000 watch 
springs, the valuc of which, at half a guinea each, 
is thirty-five thousand guineas. 

The robberies of church yards have become so 
common in England, that frequent riotous scenes 
take place in consequence. Ona late occasion 
a quarrel ensued — Be Snatchers, (this is the 
name given to those who steal dead bodies from 
their graves) when one of them informed, and a 
whole village was aroused. On examining the 
graves, 19 bodies were missing of those recent! 
buried. The grave digger was in league with 
the Snatchers, and was seized by the populace 
and thrown alive into a grave and would have 
been covered up but for ie pout arrival of the 
police. 

It has lately been decided by the Insolvent 
Court, that after an insolvent files his schedule, 
he has no power to collect any debts which may 
be due to him ; and such of his debtors as pay him 
without the authority of the Court, pay him in 
their own w , and are liable to his estate for 
the debt. We think increased means of publici- 
ty should be given in insolvent cases ; for how is 
adebtor to know that his creditor is insolvent, 
and about to take the benefit of the act? 

The English papers contain the melan- 
choly particulars of the lose of the Dubli:. 
Packet Alert, on the coast of Wales, Up- 
wards of one hundred lives were lost — 
Twenty-nine bodies had washed ashore. 
The scene was heart-rending in the ex- 
treme. When the boat with some of the 
passengers left the wreck, from 100 to 126 
men, women and children were left, offer- 
ing * their prayers to Heaven, many 
upon their knees in devotion, and mothers 
with infants in their arms ina state of dis- 
traction. Ina few moments the vessel dis- 
appeared—and all perished.

FROM GIBRALTAR. 

Papers from Gibraltar have been recived at 
New-York to the 27th of March inclusive.

habitants of Madrid (says the Uniecreal)are sorry 
for the departure of the King and government ; 
but they are sensible that the sacrifice to which 
they submit, is of the greatest importance, and 
that this measure alone will contribute, more ef. 
fectually than many victories, to defeat the plans 
of our enemies.’ 


THE GREEKS. 

The Gibraltar papers contain a complete confir- 
mation of the cheering news, recently received, of 
the successes obtained by the Greeks over their 
barbarous oppressors. Of 32,000 Turks who pe- 
netrated in August last into the Morea, only 8 or 
9,000 remained. All the others perished, partly 
in the combats that had taken place and partly 
by famine. “ The Turkish squadron had return- 
ed to Constantinople after having another vessel 
of 80 guns burnt in sight of the Dardanelles, and 
having lost more than 30 vessels of war, which 
were driven on shore in a tempest. I cannot de- 
scribe the ardour which prevails in the Archipela- 
xo. Mor the admiration with which the English 
have inspired the Greeks. Drama Ali, who com- 
manded at Curintb, has recently been poisoned.” 

SUCCESS OF THE PATRIOTS. 

By the arrival at this port of the schr. Adonis, 
22 days from Carthagena, we learn that informg- 
tion had been received at Santa Martha, of the cap- 
ture of 200 Royalists by the Patriot army under 
the command of General Montillo—whose pros- 
pects were very promising. We also learn that 
there was little doubt but Maracaibo would 
soon fall into the hands of the Patriots. Gene- 
ral M. is said to be extremely popular among his 
forces. 

The Captain of the Providence, arrived at 
Charleston from Kingston (Jam.) states that a con- 
firmation of the above report had reached Kings. 
ton before he sailed, and that four hundred royal 
ists were made prisoners, An embargo had been 
laid at Rio in the month of March, in consequence 
of an attack being apprehended from a force sent 
by Morales. z : 

ITURBIDE. 

Accounts received at Charleston from Vera 
Cruz to the 9h of April, give various reports as to 
the fate of the ex-Emperor Iturbide after his ab- 
dication of the throne. One account says he has 
been poisoned ; another, that he died of a cholie on 
his route to Tulancingo, and a third, that he had 
precipiiately fled from the punishment which he 
expected would soon overtake him. Private let- 
ters say, that permission had been granted him to 
depart from the country with his family. The 
liberating army of the Triumvirate is stated to 
have entered the city of Mexico without any dis- 
turbance. The commissioners from old Spain had 
also received their passports to Mexico. Guada- 
lupe Victoria had published a triumphant procia- 
mation to his countrymen. On the 18th March, 
General Santa Anna publiabed a patriotic address 
to the inhabitants of Vera Cruz. The General was 
about departing for the Sovereign Congress (to be 
held at Mexico) and leaves the city of Vera Cruz 
in the hands and under the protection of his col- 
league Guadalope Victoria. 

The brig Mary, Dunwell, from Matan- 
zas, April 20th, has arrived at New-York. 
The captain states, that a few days previ- 
ous to his sailing, a pirate schr. was chas- 
ed in shore by two U. S. schrs. and getting 
under land in the night, they lost sight of 
her; two or three barges cruizing from Ha- 
vanna along the coast, at the same time, 
intercepted the pirate, and after an action 
of 15 minutes, took the schr.; killed 7 men, 
who were seen lying on the beach next day, 
and carried her to Key West: The schr. 
mounted 4 guns. 

An intelligent passenger in the brig Catherine 
arrived at Charleston, informs us that a few days 
before he sailed, a schooner of 18 guns and 150 
—* —22* — Havana on a cruise — 

he was obviously intended for a reepectable pirate. 
At the Regla, some scoundrels even —2 
as Com. Porter would be looking out for them 
and probably hang them at the yard arm, they
